Austro  Hungary, 
Turkey,  or  Bulgaria,  of  whatever  nationality,  with- 
out the  express  licence  of  the  Crown  acting  through 
the  Minister  of  Finance;  and  if  any  distribution 
or  paymeut  is  made  contrary  to  this  condition  the 
grant  of  probate  or  letters  of  administration  will 
be  forthwith  revoked.

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  76. 

A PL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1SG7.” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway.  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
oi-  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right 
of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or  other 
wise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  tiling  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relates  to  any  particular  class  of 
the  community,  or  for  making  auy  amendment  of 
a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a 
Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature 
and  object  of  the  application  and,  where  the  appli-
